By BARNARD L. COLLIER 
After 31 y ears o f brutal dicta­ 
to rship under the reg ime o f Ra­ 
fael Trunillo and his Clan, the 
Do minican Republic was in so re 
need o f a fo rceful shrewd and 
practical demo cratic leader. 
It needed 
the kind o f man 
Venezuela g o t in President Ro - 
mulo Betanco urt, who to o k po w­ 
er after the co rrupt and v icio us 
rule o f Dictato r Marco s Perez 
J iminez, fo ug ht fo r and g o t nec­ 
essary refo rms, pacified the re­ 
v o lt - minded military and will 
ho pefully serv e o ut his fiv e-y ear 
term which ends in December. 
Instead, the Do minican Repub­ 
lic got J uan Bosch, a scholarly , 
silv er-haired theo rist who se tal­ 
ent fo r co ping with the day -Ux fay 
intrig ues o f po litics was so rely 
lacking . 


The 
blue - ey ed, 
5 4-y ear-o ld 
Bo sch became a v ictim o f his 
o wn 
sho rtco ming s 
— 
and 
the 
cause o f 
“ Leftish 
Demo cracy " 
and the po licies o f the United 
States to ward Latin America is 
sure to suffer fo r his do wnfall. 
The 
problems 
of 
ninning 
a 
cou ntry so long the fiefdom 
o f 
the Tru jillo family prov ed more 
than Bosch was able to handle. 
The answers to the poet, nov el­ 
ist and intellectu al's daily politi­ 
cal trou bles cou ld not be fou nd 
in tex tbook s. 


HIS UNENVIABLE job was to 
bring political and economic sta­ 
bility . peace and democracy to 
the Dominican Repu blic with all 
possible 
speed 
and 
u nder 
the 
most 
difficu lt 
conditions. 
He 
talk ed a good game, bu t when it 
cam e to produ cing, his erratic 
personality and inability to ac­ 
cept adv ic« or criticism was fin­ 
ally his u ndoing. 
He made passionate, beau tifu l­ 
ly literate 
speeches 
telling 
his 
people of the difficu lties and the 
sacrifices that they mu st m ak e 
to sav e th* cou ntry . Bu t in the 
Presidential 
Palace, 
where 
it 
cou nted. he lost control. 
“He 
had 
fu zzy theories 
and 
v agu e plans that one k new wou ld 
nev er work in his situ ation.” said 
a British diplomat recently . “And 
he remained 
so 
stu bborn 
and 
dogm atic m his think ing that no­ 
body cou ld help him ." 
The fu zziness of his think ing 
aoon showed itself. The Domini­ 
can economy , which showed signs 
of rapid growtli when he took of­ 
fice in March, u nderwent a spiral- 
tng decline Su gar produ ction fell 
off drastically ; the tou rist trade 
nev er pick ed u p; Foreign inv es­ 
tors. leery of h s actions, av oided 
the cou ntry and local capital fled 
into Swiss and U S. hank s 
Fv en 
Bosch’s closest political 
friends began to dou bt his abil­ 
ity to su rv iv e 
As early as the 
beginning 
of 
Ju ne, 
fu st 
three 
months after he took office, there 
were 
fears 
ex pressed 
by 
both 
mem bers of hi* own party and 
many foreign observ ers that he 
m ght not last ou t the y ear 
Bosch was u nable to enlist the 
su pport 
of fh 
cou ntry 's u pper 
classes and therefore was u nable 
to tak p adv antage of their admin­ 
istrativ e and managerial sk ills. 
'I he m ilitary for the mast part, 
k cp- u p a front of bring )0y al 
to the Constitu tional Regime, bu t 
well fou nded ru mors of cou ps be­ 
ing 
hatched 
u ndim ned 
Bosch's 
regim e and de-troy rd confidence 
in his people 


WHICH IS ex actly what they 
did. 
Had 
Bo sch z character 
been 


stro ng er and his administrativ e 
ability better dev elo ped, he mig ht 
hav e been able to surv iv e. The 
Unitd States backed him to the 
hilt bo th po litically and eco no mi­ 
cally . 


The Do minican 
Republic 
has 
receiv ed so me $7 5 millio n since 
the M l o f Trujillo in the fo rm 
o f g rants and technical assist­ 
ance. In Washing to n there was 
little but praise fo r Bo sch—at o f­ 
ficial lev els any way — and he 
was warmly welco med by both 
Secretary of State Dean Ru sk and 
President 
Kennedy 
o n, a trip 
there. 


Bu t Bosch seemed totally u n­ 
able to delegate au thority , his re­ 
fo rm plans were 
buried 
in 
a 
quicksand 
o f petty detail, 
hia 


enormou s ego k ept him from ac­ 


cepting well-intentioned help. Most 


o f the adv ic® he did tak e cam e 


fro m a clique o f q u estionable men 


who had engrateaged themselv es 


into positions ot power by play ­ 
ing on their association with him 
du ring his 20 y ears in ex ile. 
Yet the end ot Bosch’s regime, 
despite the m an’s failings, is 
a 
dismal forecast of things to come 
in the Caribbean and a bitter pill 
for the U.S. to swallow. 


There is no q u estion that Fidel 
Castro & Co. will noisily protest 
his downfall, and attribu te it to 
the 
inability 
of 
democracy 
to 
work no m attei how' mu ch money 
the U S. pu mp-, into a dem ocra­ 
tic reg ime.

sag e to Co ng ress that, in the mat­ 
ter o f v o ting qualificatio ns, any ­ 
bo dy sho uld be presumed “ liter­ 
ate" and elig ible to v 0te if he o r 
she has a six th-g rade educatio n. 
Certainly in these day s when 
co mpulso ry educatio n fo r at least 
nine o r ten y ears is almo st ui- 
v ersal in this co untry , few y o ung 
wen in the ag e g ro ups being 
called fo r Selectiv e Serv ice hav e 
no t co mpleted the six th g rade o f 
scho o l. 
The President in his statement 
on Monday , Sept. 
30, said: 
“ I’m deeply 
concerned 
abou t 
the fact that haif of the y ou ng 
men v ho hav e been reporting for 
pre-indu ctim ex am inations u nder 
the Selectiv e Serv ice sy stem are 
being fou nd u nq u alified for mili­ 
tary serv ice; and that one ou t of 
ev ery fou r is failing the mental 
tests, which means, for all prac­ 
tical pu rposes 
that his m ental 
attainm ents 
are 
below 
those 
whicp shou ld be prov ided by a 
grade-school edu cation.” 
The 
President 
said 
that last 
y ear, 
ou t of the 306 .073 y ou ng 
men 
at 
an av erage age of 22 
who reported for the ex am ina­ 
tions. 75.043. or 24.5 per cent, fail­ 
ed the mental tests. 
Now-, 
these rases are by no 
means hopelss for, as the presi­ 
dent points ou t. the Army du ring 
training u nits for the illiterate. 
Eighty -fiv e per cent of the 303.- 
000 w'ho receiv ed su ch training 
gradu ated and went on to serv e 
as regu lar enlisted personnel. 


BUT THE FACT remains that 
tney had to hav e more edu ca­ 
tion. 
They 
were 
not 
q u alified 
mentally to serv e 
in one of the 
most important fields of citizen­ 
ship with the edu cation they had. 
Yet Mr. Kennedy , in his message 
to Congress on “civ il rights,” on 
Ju ne 
19 
recommended that, 
in 
the ’aws to gov ern eligibility for 
v oting, the following prov ision be 
inclu ded: 
In v oting suits pertaining to 
Congress Slow by Tradition 


It has tak en Congress the fu ll 


nine months-plu s to giv e birth to 


its first two im portant decisions 


of the y ta r—on the test ban treaty 


in the Senate and the tax bill in 
the Hou se. 


In th:s 
period 
Congress 
has 
been 
able to giv e 
fewer than 
100 of President Kennedy ’s 250 
legislativ e recommendations any 
consideration at all. Two-thirds of 
the administration program hasn't 
ev en been tak en u p in committee 
for hearings. 


In addition, 
more than 8,500 
bills hav e been introdu ced in the 
Hou se and more than 2.100 in 
the Senate. Of these 11,000 mea­ 
su res originating with congress­ 
men, 
iewer 
than 
100—one 
per 
cent of the total—hav e been en­ 
acted into law. 
Only fiv e new laws passed this 
y ear are considered of major im­ 
portance. 


THESE FACTS AND FIGURES 
emphasize the need for reorgani­ 
zation of Congress better than 
all the words in the 17,000 pages 
of Congressional Record proceed­ 
ings. 
Congress isn't ex actly on strik e 
against the rest of the gov ern­ 
ment. 
Both 
Senate 
and 
Hou se 
are work ing longer and harder 
this y ear than in any Congress 
since World War II. 
Bu t the end resu lt is a slow­ 
down and an inability to mak e 
decisions that is more crippling 
than a strik e. 
What Congress really needs is 
the same k ind of action it took 
in the 
railroad 
labor crisis to 
prev ent a strik e. 
If Congress can't modernize its 
own w'ork ru les to eliminate leg­ 
islativ e featherbedding, it shou ld 
tu rn the ob ov er to arbitrators 
empowe.ed to bring in 
a binding 
decision 
Ru t the chances for any su ch 
action this y ear are slim. 


UNDER BIPARTISAN sponsor­ 
ship of Senators Joe Clark . D-Pa., 
Clifford 
Case, 
RN.J., 
and 
30 
others, 
the Senate 
Ru les Com­ 
m ittee has finally cleared a reso­ 
lu tion to set u p a Joint Com­ 
m ittee or the Organization of Con­ 
gress. 
Similar resolu tions hav e been 
introdu ced in the Hou se by Reps. 
John V 
Lindsay R-N.Y., Henry 
Reu ss, D-Wis. 
Bu t nobody ou tside of Congress 
is pu shing this project. And what 
it needs more than any thing else 
is a pu blic lobby to demand re­ 
form. 
It has ev en been su ggested that 
President 
Kennedy 
cou ld 
well 
show a 
little more interest 
in 
this project, since he has been 
the principal v ictim of congres­ 
sional lethargy . 
While the President k eeps u p a 
front of not wanting to interfere 
with Congressional procedu res, he 
certainly interfered on reorgan­ 
ization of the Hou se Ru les Com­ 
mittee. 
ASSUMING THAT the Clark - 
Case 
resolu tion 
can be 
siev ed 
throu gh the crowded congression­ 
al ‘ colander” this late 
in the 
y ear, tnr Joint Committee wou ld 
be 
au thorized to mak e 
recom­ 
mendations to improv e organiza­ 
tion, simplify operations and at­ 
tain better relations with other 
branches of gov ernment. 
Three other resolu tions approv ­ 
ed by toe Ru les Committee wou ld 
perm it stu dy of specific reforms: 
1. Set aside fou r hou rs of each 
session for debate pertinent to 
legislation 
u nder 
consideration 
and nothing else. 
2 
Allow committees to meet 
withou t obtaining special perm is­ 
sion w'hile onlv rou tine bu siness 
is being considered. 
3. Au thorize Congress to handle 
m atters pertaining to the bu dget 
more efficiently and ex penditiou s- 
iy 
Bu t reform of Senate and Hou se 


ru les which are responsible for 
many of the delay ing tactics u sed 
by congressmen 
opposed 
to 
a 
pending measu re du ring floor de­ 
bate 
wou ld 
again 
be 
ex clu ded 
from consideration by the new 
Joint Committee. 


SENATOR CLARK and others 
are of the opinion that no real 
stream hnging of Congress can be 
effected u ntil its antiq u ated work 
ru les a it brou ght u p to date. 
Senator Case is spok esman for 
another grou p which believ es the 
power 
of 
committee 
chairmen 
mu st be cu rbed. 


Any action Congress might tak e 
on reforms approv ed by the Sen­

This wou ld prov ide one way to 
ju dge whether a six th-grade edu ­ 
cation and “ literacy " can be re­ 
garded as sy nony mou s. It cou ld 
also fu rnish ev idence that the con­ 
sistently higher rate of illiteracy 
among Negroes is not basically 
a m atter of race as su ch’ bu t of 
indiv idu al aotitu de and parental 
respor.sibiiity .

Chicago School Head Resigns Under Fire 
Second Highest Paid 
Public Official Quits 


CHICAGO (AP)—-Benjamin W. 
Willis, the nation’s second high­ 
est paid public official and a tar­ 
get of civil rights groups, has re­ 
signed his post as school Super­ 
intendent- 
Willis, whose annual salary is 
$48,500, has been under increas­ 
ing attack from several groups 
for policies they contend are per­ 
petuating 
segregation 
in 
Chi­ 
cago’s public schools. 
Shortly after the 61-year-old ad­ 
ministrator 
announced 
Friday 
that he was quitting, the Illinois 
Appellate Court dealt him a sec­ 
ond setback in a case involving 
his refusal to carry out transfers 
for 24 top-ranked Negro students. 
Willis, who was under contract 
until 1965, said a court decision 
ordering the transfer left him 


only two alternatives, 
“I would, were I to continue, 
hfe either in contempt of court 


each day I refused to comply with 
the order,” he said, “or I would 
sacrifice the integrity of the of­ 


fice of superintendent.” 
Willis, a Peace Corps consult­ 
ant and prominently mentioned 
possibility in 1961 for commission­ 
er of education in the Kennedy 
administration, assumed the Chi­ 
cago post in 1953. He came from 
a similar job in Buffalo, N-Y. 
His resignation, rumored in re­ 
cent months, was hailed by rep­ 
resentatives of civil rights groups. 
Mayor Richard J. Daley said 
he regretted that Willis “has tak­

Criticism also stemmed from

The board voted 10-1 to permit 
him to handle it on weekend and 
during vacation periods. 
The combined $80,500 annual 
salary from the two jobs placed 
Willis second only to President 
Kennedy in compensation for pub­

Friday that his letter of res gna 
tion, asking to be relieved of duty 
by Dec. 31, preferabley bv Oct 
31, had been written a week ago 
The letter, dated Sept. 26, pro­ 
tested addition of two overcrowd 
ed schools to a list of nine that 
his staff had designated to 
ceive gifted students asking trans­ 
fer from other high schools.
